A. W. Jamieso n, died at the ho me o f 
the United Presby terian p asto r at 
3 2 1 West Sev enth street this mo rn­ 
ing at fiv e-thirty o ’clo ck. 
Creep ing 
p araly sis was the cau se o f his death. 
The Rev . and Mrs. Camp bell 
came 
here fro m their ho me in Mo nmo u th, 
Illino is, last No v ember to sp end the 
winter with lo cal relativ es. 
A brief fu neral serv ice will 
be 
held at the 
United 
Presby terian 
chu rch this ev ening at eight o ’clo ck, 
co ndu cted by the Rev . J. P. Co wan, 
p asto r o f an 
Indianap o lis 
U. P. 
chu rch. 
Other p asto rs o f the Indi­ 
ana Presby tery , which clo sed its an­ 
nu al sessio n at Glenwo o d this after­ 
no o n, will also attend and p artici­ 
p ate. 
The Rev . Mr. Co wan and the 
deceased were v ery clo se friends fo r 
fo rty y ears. 
The Rev . Mr. and Mrs. Jamieso n 
will leav e this ev ening at nine-fifty 
o ’clo ck with the bo dy fo r Mo nmo u th, 
111., where the bo dy will be laid be­ 
side that o f the deceased's first wife. 
They will arriv e in Mo nmo u th to mo r­ 
ro w afterno o n, 
and 
Friday 
fu n­ 
eral serv ices will be held in the Sec­ 
o nd United Presby terian chu rch in 
Mo nmo u th, o f which Mr. Camp bell 
was p asto r fo r twenty -sev en y ears. 
The Rev . Mr. Camp bell was p ro b­ 
ably the best kno wn and the mo st 
p ro minent 
minister in the 
United 
Presby terian chu rch o f No rth Amer­ 
ica to day . 
lie was in su ch a p o si­ 
tio n that he became acq u ainted with 
p ractically all o f the ministers o f this 
deno minatio n, esp ecially since he has 
been co rresp o nding secretary o f the 
bo ard o f edu catio n o f 
the chu rch 
since 1 8 7 8 . 
He was lo v ed, rev ered 
and admired by all who knew him. 
The highest ho no r that the chu rch 
co u ld p o ssibly co nfer o n any o f its 
ministers, twice came to the Rev . Mr. 
Camp bell witho u t any so licitatio n o n 
his p art. In 1 8 92 and again in 1 904 
Dr. 
Camp bell was 
cho sen by 
his 
chu rch to 
rep resent it in the 
Pan 
Presby terian 
Co u ncil. 
The 
first 
meeting was held in To ro nto , and the 
seco nd in 
Sco tland. 
The 
Co u ncil 
was a co nference o f rep resentativ es 
o f all o f the branches o f the Presby ­ 
terian belief in the wo rld. 
This is 
co nsidered the 
highest 
ho no r 
the 
chu rch co u ld besto w, and it is o tic to 
which many ministers asp ire. 
Other ho no rs were thru st o n Dr. 
Camp bell by the chu rch, also . 
He 
Held the 
highest 
p o sitio n 
in 
the 
chu rch o rganizatio n fo r 
o ne y ear, 
that o f mo derato r o f the general a s­ 
sembly , which is the annu al co nfer­ 
ence o f the rep resentativ es o f the 
chu rches o f No rth America. lie was 
elected to this o ffice in 1 907 at Den­ 
v er, Co lo rado . 
Dr. Camp bell had held o ther p o si­ 
tio ns in the 
chu rch 
o rganizatio n, 
no ne less imp o rtant so far as effec­ 
tiv e wo rk is co ncerned than that o f 
co rresp o nding secretary o f the bo ard 


o f edu catio n. It is the bo ard o f edu ­ 
catio n which co ntro ls the sev eral de- 


no minatio nal co lleges and theo lo gical 
seminaries o f the chu rch. 
It will be 
remembered tha£ the bo ard met here 
last winter at the call o f Dr. Camp ­ 
bell to arrange fo r the financial aid 
which the edu catio nal institu tio ns re­ 
ceiv ed fro m the chu rch. 
It was in­ 
tended to ho ld the meeting in Chicago 
bu t Dr. Camp bell was to o feeble to 
trav el that far. 
He was elected a 
member o f the bo ard in 1 8 7 5, and a f­ 
ter three y ears serv ice, was cho sen 
co rresp o nding secretary , which p o si­ 
tio n he held u ntil his death. In 1 8 8 3 
the degree o f do cto r o f div inity was 
co nferred o n Dr. Camp bell by Han­ 
o v er Co llege. 
Dr. Camp bell was 
faithfu l and 
lo o king after his wo rk u ntil he was 
u nco nscio u s and no 
lo nger knew 
what was go ing o n abo u t him. It was 
necessary fo r him to make the rep o rt 
o f the bo ard o f 
edu catio n to the 
general assembly . He knew life was 
so o n to be snu ffed o u t, and he was in­ 
sistent that he sho u ld hav e his rep o rt 
finished befo re the end 
came. 
He 
dictated the last o f the rep o rt last 
Satu rday and he wo u ld no t hav e been 
able to do any wo rk o n it after that 
time, had he delay ed it. 
Dr. Camp bell was also the mo dera­ 
to r o f an Illino is sy no d, while he was 
p asto r o f 
the 
Mo nmo u th 
Seco nd 
chu rch. 
He was 
p asto r while the 
p resent chu rch was bu ilt. 
To illu s­ 
trate bis v ersatility and his remark­ 
able character, an incident o f his life 
while p asto r at Mo nmo u th is to ld. 
After tlie chu rch was bu ilt there, 
members o f the co ngregatio n wanted 
a gallery . He to ld the architect what 
kind he 
p referred. 
The 
architect 
stu died o n his p lans and anno u nced it 
co u ld no t be do ne. Dr. Camp bell drew 
the p lans 
himself and 
su bstitu ted 
them to the co ntracto r, and the gal­ 
lery was bu ilt acco rdingly . 
All liis life as a p asto r Dr. Camp ­ 
bell was so situ ated that he came in 
to u ch with p ractically ev ery minister 
o f the United Presby terian chu rch in 
No rth America, and was 
resp ected 
and esteemed by all o f them. 
The 
Mo nmo u th chu rch o f which he was 
p asto r was lo cated within a blo ck o f 
Mo nmo u th co llege. 
The resu lt was 
that he had a majo rity o f the stu ­ 
dents in his 
co ngregatio n. 
Being 
there twenty -sev en 
y ears he saw 
many classes gradu ated and started 
into the ministery o r the missio nary 
field. 
As co rresp o nding secretary o f the 
bo ard o f edu catio n thirty -fo u r y ears, 
he was co mp elled to attend the gen­ 
eral assembly each y ear, and in this 
way became acq u ainted with the p as­ 
to rs. 
The Indiana Presby tery which clo s­ 
ed its annu al sessio n 
in 
Glenwo o d 
this afterno o n, last night p assed res­ 
o lu tio ns o f resp ect fo r Dr. Camp ­ 
bell. 
It has been kno wn fo r sev eral 
•lay s that he co u ld no t su rv iv e lo ng. 
Dr. Camp bell had no t walked since 
December 1 9, last y ear. 
He had 
been a co nstant care to the Rev . A. 
W. Jamieso n, who attended to his 
ev ery need. 
It was fo r that reaso n 
the Rev . M. Jamieso n did no t p reach 
last Su nday . 
Dr. Camp bell lias in­ 
sisted that his so n-in-law stay 
at 
his bedside mu ch o f the time. 
Paraly sis attacked Dr. Camp bell 
so me time ago . 
His relativ es were 
info rmed by the attending p hy sician 
that so me co ntribu to ry disease wo u ld 
take Dr. Camp bell away befo re the 
p araly sis wo rked its way to the v ital 
regio ns o f his bo dy .
